To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twenty-second  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1951. 

What  is  happening  to  Public  Health?  Although  its  glorious 
achievements  are  everywhere  acknowledged,  it  seems  slow  to  breax 
new  ground,  its  dynamic  character  is  a  thing  of  the  past  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  introduction  of  a  'Tree”  Health  Service  has 
gone  a  long  way  towards  destroying  interest  in  prevention.  Our 
capacity  to  afford  illness  will  depend  on  the  operation  of  interna¬ 
tional  economics,  judgment  will  be  hard  and  relentless;  whether 
vve  can  afford  illness  or  not,  there  can  be  no  satisfaction  in  accepting 
it,  if  it  can  be  avoided.  It  is  given  to  most  to  enjoy  the  pristine 
vigour  of  manhood,  and  it  is  wicked  to  ignore  the  ordinary  precepts 
of  healthy  living  at  the  expense  of  natural  inheritance,  much  more 
so  when  it  drags  down  the  whole  community. 

The  same  philosophy  which  embraced  Preventive  Medicine  in 
the  beginning,  embraces  it  to-day — Illness  that  can  be  prevented 
should  be  prevented — but  the  danger  is  that  it  is  losing  its  impulse 
in  our  daily  life.  Every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
unrestricted  opportunity  of  bringing  his  knowledge  and  experience' 
to  bear  on  the  whole  range  of  man’s  afflictions,  he  should  be  avail¬ 
able  for  consultation  to  all  who  value  positive  health  and  are 
prepared  to  accept  the  personal  discipline  to  achieve  it. 

The  democratic  character  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
— Part  II  and  Part  IV  Services — is,  to  say  the  least,  shady;  to  the 
average  citizen,  Hospital  Management  Committees  and  Executive 
Councils  are  incomprehensible  in  their  remoteness,  they  mean 
nothing;  difficulties  and  grievances  are  often  brought  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  is  powerless  to  deal  with  them;  when  people 
are  given  the  official  answer,  they  complain,  as  well  they  may. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  my  Local  Authority  has  given  every 
encouragement  to  the  development  of  public  interest  in  Clean 
Food.  Very  few  people  realise  that  the  food  we  eat  every  day 
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may  carry  disease  and  that  this  is  generally  the  result  of  careless¬ 
ness  in  handling.  The  main  danger  lies  in  foods  which  are  a  good 
breeding  ground  for  bacteria,  the  chief  of  which  are  cooked  meats 
and  preparations  containing  meat  not  requiring  further  cooking; 
confectionery  to  which  ingredients  are  added  after  cooking;  ice 
cream,  and  particularly  milk.  Over  90  per  cent,  of  all  food  spread 
disease,  and  poisoning  is  traceable  to  these  commodities. 

The  possibilities  of  food  contamination  on  a  large  scale  have 
increased  enormously  since  the  introduction  of  mass  catering;  in 
schools,  in  industrial  canteens,  and  elsewhere.  A  Clean  Food 
Exhibition  was  staged  during  the  year  and  attracted  a  great  deal 
of  local  interest;  it  is  hoped  to  establish  a  series  of  Food  Hygiene 
lectures  for  the  benefit  of  people  associated  with  the  various 
branches  of  the  food  industry  during  the  coming  year. 

The  year  witnessed  a  heavy  incidence  of  Measles.  There  were 
1,074  cases  as  compared  with  127  during  the  previous  year,  whereas 
the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  showed  a  figure  of  177  as 
compared  with  243  for  the  previous  year.  Both  these  diseases  are 
highly  infectious,  and  it  is  interesting  to  contrast  them — why  has 
there  been  such  an  extended  outbreak  of  the  one  and  a  shrinkage 
of  the  other?  I  think  the  answer  is  to  be  found  in  the  protection 
given  the  children  by  virtue  of  Whooping  Cough  immunisation 
which  has  now  operated  in  this  Borough  over  the  past  seven  years. 
I  believe  that  the  scheme  can  be  improved  on, ;  steps  will  be  taken 
in  this  direction  in  the  coming  year,  but  success  depends  entirely 
on  the  co-operation  of  the  parents.  The  possibility  of  developing 
a  scheme  for  protection  against  Measles  is  a  matter  for  the  future. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  of  the  550  cases  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  36  had  their  final  dose  of  vaccine  after  five  years  of 
age.  This  is  far  too  late,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  urging 
all  parents  to  get  this  business  done  before  the  child  reaches  twelve 
months,  so  that  protection  is  given  when  it  is  most  needed,  namely 
the  early  years  of  infancy. 

I  draw  attention  to  the  Venereal  Diseases  figures — a  total  of 
72  for  the  year,  as  compared  with  a  total  of  91  for  the  previous 
year.  This  is  no  cause  for  congratulation;  these  figures  are  known 
cases  and  there  is  an  estimated  figure  in  addition  of  at  least  as 
many  more  unknown  cases.  These  diseases  are  carried  by  the 
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promiscuous  section  of  the  community,  and  the  fact  that  free  treat¬ 
ment  is  available  does  not  mean  that  society  countenances  this 
sort  of  behaviour  any  more  than  it  did  in  the  Victorian  era. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  show  little  on  which  to 
comment.  Both  Infant  and  Maternal  Mortality  rates  show  a 
decrease.  There  is  a  natural  decrease  in  population,  probably  the 
result  of  deliberate  decision  taken  by  individuals  to  limit  their 
families.  One  influence  affecting  such  a  decision  is  no  doubt  the 
high  cost  of  bringing  up  children.  It  is  a  natural  reaction  to  an 
economic  situation  now  beginning  to  impinge  on  this  country. 

I  would  again  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  I  have  at  the 
hands  of  my  staff  and  for  the  understanding  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  my  Health  Committee.

BOROUGH  OF  KEIGHLEY 
A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

AREA. 

The  Borough  of  Keighley  covers  an  area  of  23,61 1  acres. 

POPULATION. 

The  population,  according  to  the  Registrar's  estimate  for  mid- 
1951  is  56,630  (which  is  the  figure  used  for  statistical  purposes  m 
this  report),  which  includes  4,582  in  the  0 — 4  years  (inclusive)  age 
group  and  6,903  in  the  5 — 14  years  (inclusive)  age  group.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  estimates  of  the  population  in  the  0 — 4 
and  5 — 14  years  age  groups  respectively  are  based  on  data 
generally  less  in  extent  and  lower  in  quality  than  are  available  for 
the  “all  ages"  estimates,  and  are,  in  consequence,  subject  to  a 
larger  margin  of  error.  The  Registrar  General,  in  his  preliminary 
report  on  the  1951  Census,  gives  the  following  provisional  figures: — 

Population  1931—56,537.  Males  26,022.  Females  30,515. 

Population  1951—56,938.  Males  26,061.  Females  30,877. 

Actual  increase  during  the  20  years,  401.  Percentage  increase, 
0.7.  The  natural  decrease  per  thousand  of  the  population  during 
the  last  year  is  minus  1.5. 

HOUSING. 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  as  at  31st  December, 
1951,  is  19,066,  126  new  houses  having  been  built,  2  houses 
demolished  under  Town  Improvement  Schemes  and  8  houses  closed 
under  Housing  Acts.  The  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the 
various  Wards  of  the  Borough  as  shown  below: — -

It  is  further  estimated  that  of  the  19,066  houses  given  above, 
17,064  of  these  are  working  class  houses. 

RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  Rateable  Value  as  at  31st  March,  1952,  is  £377,538,  and 
the  sum  represented  by  a  Id.  rate  during  the  financial  year  1951-52, 
£1,470. 

PRINCIPAL  INDUSTRIES. 

The  average  number  of  persons  registered  as  wholly 
unemployed  during  the  year  was  38,  plus  3  in  Haworth,  as 
compared  with  31  and  4  respectively  for  the  year  1950.  Since  the 
end  of  November  considerable  short  time  working  has  occurred, 
especially  amongst  workers  in  the  Textile  Trade,  the  average  for 
the  year  being  36,  plus  41  in  Haworth. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS— SUMMARY. 

(a)  Births.  The  total  number  of  Births  registered  during  the 
year  was  832.  The  birth  rate  (live  and  still  births)  is  14.69.  Of 
the  total  births  registered,  813  were  live  births  and  19  still  births, 
the  live  birth  rate  being  14.36  and  the  still  birth  rate  0.34.  For 
details  see  following  pages. 

(b)  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  throughout  the 
year  is  896,  the  death  rate  being  15.82.  For  details  see  following 
pages. 

(c)  Infant  Deaths.  The  total  number  of  infants  dying  under 
1  year  of  age  is  25.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  30.75  per  thousand 
live  births.  For  details  see  following  pages. 

(d)  Maternal  Deaths.  Only  1  woman  died  in  the  Borough  as 
a  direct  result  of  child  birth.  The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  is  1.20 
per  thousand  total  (live  and  still)  births. 

STREET  ACCIDENTS. 

Three  fatal  road  accidents  occurred  within  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  Briefly  the  details  are  as  follows: — 

(1)  14.2.51.  South  Street,  Keighley,  when  a  female  pedestrian 
aged  69  years  was  fatally  injured  by  a  motor  car. 

(2)  12.9.51.  Bradford  Road,  Keighley,  when  a  male  pedal 
cyclist  received  fatal  injuries  in  collision  with  a  motor  car. 

(3)  17.10.51.  Alice  Street,  Keighley,  when  a  male  pedestrian 
aged  62  years  received  fatal  injuries  as  a  result  of  being 
knocked  down  by  a  reversing  motor  lorry. 

VITAL  STATISTICS— GENERAL.

There  are  still  numerous  private  water  supplies,  particularly  in 
connection  with  farm  premises,  which  have  been  frequently 
sampled.  Users  are  advised  as  to  necessary  precautions  where  the 
index  of  pollution  indicated  this  as  desirable.  Such  premises  are 
outside  the  present  economic  possibility  of  having  a  suitable  alterna¬ 
tive  wholesome  supply  laid  on  from  the  town’s  mains. 

During  the  year  6  such  samples  were  taken,  3  of  which  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  arid  3  unsatisfactory. 

Extension  of  town’s  supply  to  outlying  districts  such  as  News- 
holme,  Spring  Wells,  Holme  House,  Green  Top,  Goose  Eye,  Outer 
Stanbury,  Upper  Marsh,  Leeming,  Tansy  End,  Horkinstone,  Oxen- 
hope  and  Cackleshaw,  Oakworth,  where  comparatively  small 
groups  of  dwellings  are  served  by  private  supplies,  has  been  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Council,  who  resolved:— 


“That  where  a  supply  is  provided  on  the  request  of  the  Health 
Committee  following  a  notice  requiring  the  provision  of  a  supply 
of  wholesome  matter  to  a  house  not  so  supplied  in  pursuance  of 
Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  but  where  the  ordinary 
water  charges  in  such  cases  do  not  yield  one-tenth  of  the  cost  of 
supplying  and  laying  the  necessary  pipes,  the  Council  determine 
that  the  Health  Committee  bear  the  financial  responsibility  falling 
on  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Water  Act  1945,  and  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936,  in  excess  of  the  amount  recoverable  from  the 
property  owners.” 

This  decision  was  based  on  the  logical  and  natural  contention 
that  the  Health  Committee  should  function  as  a  Local  Authority 
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in  matters  designed  to  safeguard  health  and  should  compile  their 
estimates  accordingly. 

A  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Blackmoor,  Oxenhope, 
district,  involved,  if  carried  out,  a  capital  cost  of  £4,850,  plus  a 
running  cost  of  £50  per  annum.  The  maximum  revenue  to  be 
derived  would  have  been  £30  per  annum. 

In  view  of  there  being  no  statutory  obligation  either  on  the 
Water  Undertaking  or  the  Council  to  effect  such  uneconomic  work, 
the  Health  Committee  and  the  Water  Committee  resolved  to  take 
no  further  action. 

The  table  below  shows  the  cost  of  the  proposed  supply  to  the 
seven  areas  under  consideration  and  the  amount  of  subsidy  to  be 
met  by  the  Health  Committee.

Upper  Marsh,  Goose  Eye  and  Oldheld  supplies  have  now  been 
installed.  The  latter  was  brought  forward  in  priority  of  execution 
because  of  a  lead  carbonate  content  found  in  the  old  supply  of 
goit  water  via  lead  pipes. 

A  figure  of  £105  was  included  in  1949,  £150  in  1950,  £400  in 
1951,  and  a  further  figure  of  £550  in  the  1952  estimates,  with  a 
view  to  making  it  economically  possible  for  a  good,  clean,  whole¬ 
some  water  to  be  taken  into  two  of  the  out-districts  tabled.  The 
Council’s  intention  is  to  augment  this  by  further  annual  financial 
subsidies  until  a  maximum  of  £630  per  annum  is  contributed  for 
a  period  of  twelve  years,  or  roughly  £8,000.

HOUSING 

The  circumstances  described  in  previous  Reports  have  naturally 
progressed  to  a  more  serious  state  and  no  relief  is  anticipated  from 
this  until  the  Government  authorise  Re-housing  Schemes  which  are, 
of  course,  under  current  consideration. 

During  the  year  124  Housing  Investigations  were  carried  out 
and  special  recommendations  in  certain  cases  were  forwarded  to 
the  appropriate  committee. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Act,  only  4,755  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  the  ‘ ‘permitted  number’ ’  by  the  Department. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough,  solely 
used  by  men,  both  of  which  are  well  maintained,  and  which  were 
inspected  on  16  separate  occasions. 

Having  regard  to  Louse-born  Typhus  Fever,  such  premises 
are  inspected  to  determine  from  the  evidence  available  the  number 
of  inmates  who  are  actually  carrying  lice  on  their  persons.  An 
examination  of  the  bedding  reveals  this  state  of  affairs.  By 
arrangement  with  the  Keeper  the  men  are,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
transported  to  the  Disinfestation  Station  for  appropriate  treatment 
to  their  bodies,  clothing  and  other  effects.  However,  no  such 
treatment  has  been  necessary  during  the  yar.

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Council's  Inspector  under 
these  Acts  and  senior  officers  of  the  Police  act  as  officers  of  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  purpose  of  granting  licences  and  other  adminis¬ 
trative  duties.  A  summary  of  action  taken  by  all  officers,  including 
the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
is  as  follows: —

SHOP  ACTS,  1912-1936. 

These  Acts  deal  with  closing  hours  of  retail  shops,  half-day 
closing  orders,  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons  and  meal 
hours  of  shop  assistants  and  Sunday  trading  restrictions. 

This  type  of  supervision  is  carried  out  simultaneously  with  the 
statutory  duties  laid  on  Local  Authorities  by  welfare  and  hygienic 
provisions  in  the  Act  of  1934.  These  provisions  aim  at  the  control 
of  temperature,  ventilation  and  lighting  in  shops,  suitable  and 
sufficient  sanitation,  and  washing  and  meal  taking  facilities. 

In  the  case  of  food  shops,  these  provisions,  together  with  th_‘ 
hygiene  of  premises  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  are 
enforced. 

Notwithstanding  the  vague  phrasing  of  most  of  this  legislation, 
every  substantial  food  shop,  store  and  warehouse  in  the  town  now 
has  reasonable  facilities  for  promoting  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
personnel. 


E— CLEANSING 

The  Cleansing  Department  is  responsible  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  house  refuse  (including  pail  closets)  and  salvage,  and 
the  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  public  conveniences. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  improved  frequency  of  collection  mentioned  in  previous 
reports  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  pail  closets  are  situated  in  areas  where  no  public  sewers 
are  available,  and  are  cleansed  weekly.

This  year  the  incidence  of  sickness  amongst  employees  has 
shown  a  marked  decline  when  compared  with  previous  years.  Due 
to  the  trade  recession  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  there  is,  for 
the  present  at  any  rate,  sufficient  available  labour  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  the  Department. 

One  new  vehicle  was  purchased  and  delivered  during  the  year. 
It  is  a  “Karrier  Bantam”  Rear  Loading,  moving  floor,  Refuse 
Collector. 

The  tonnage  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  including  salvage, 
collected,  shows  an  increase  of  603  tons,  or  4.38%,  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

Details  are  as  follows:—

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  controlled  method  of  tipping. 

Although  the  Department  has  four  tips,  only  two,  those  at 
Oakworth  and  Marley,  were  used  during  the  year,  and  the  bulk  of 
the  refuse  was  dealt  with  at  Marley. 

Difficulties  are  experienced  from  time  to  time  in  obtaining 
sufficient  suitable  covering  material,  despite  the  large  amount  of 
trade  refuse  being  handled. 

Oakworth  Tip  is  still  subject  to  periodic  fires,  but  Marley  Tip 
presented  no  difficulties  in  this  respect,  this  year. 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  dealt  with  during  the  year  shows  an 
increase  of  3,971  tons,  or  13.6%  above  the  previous  year.  Refuse 
delivered  to  the  tips  by  private  traders  accounted  for  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  increase,  being  3,445  tons,  or  21.4%  more  than 
in  1950.

Salvage. 

The  recovery  of  marketable  materials  from  the  refuse,  and  the 
subsequent  sale  of  these  materials,  was  continued  during  the  year. 

The  shortage  of  raw  materials  led  to  the  enhancement  of  the 
value  of  salvaged  materials  and  the  year  was  notable  for  the 
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exceedingly  high  prices,  particularly  in  the  case  of  waste  paper, 
paid  for  such  salvaged  materials.  It,  no  doubt,  also  accounts  for 
the  slight  fall  in  the  amounts  salvaged.  The  large  increase  in  the 
prices  paid  is  amply  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  while  the  tonnage 
of  materials  decreased  by  3.7%  compared  with  1950,  the  income 
from  its  sale  increased  by  85%. 

Food  waste  is  collected  from  communal  bins  placed  throughout 
the  more  populous  areas  of  the  Borough.  The  total  amount 
salvaged  shows,  for  the  third  successive  year,  a  loss  when  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year.  The  loss  on  this  occasion,  5%’  is, 
however,  not  so  great  as  formerly.  Nevertheless,  the  decline  is 
such  that  if  it  continues,  serious  consideration  must  soon  be  given, 
on  economic  grounds,  to  the  advisability  of  the  continuance  of  this 
service.
